THE LAST HALF YEAR'S WORK 
ST RAUB, : 
Tho following is Me Bibby’s Roport for 
the statutory meeting to be held in Bria- 
bane in May, Lt deals with tho poriod 
sinee the lst half-yearly report to Decem- 
ber Shst i~ 


Genttemen,I have the honour to pre- 
gant you the fullowig report of tho pro- 
gross made with dovsloping the mine emcs 
my half-yearly repert of the 3lat December 
last. 

‘At that timo we wore just beginning to 
recover from the effects of tho war and 


gn the batives, know nothing. about them, 
and oll records of who worked them apport 
to have bear lost. Thero is abandant 
cvidencs, in the way the ground has boen 
worked and prospected, that they perfectly 
understood the. art. of lode mining an 
extraction of gold. What has heen done 
With the many thousands of tons of ore 
thot hes been tsken from these workings I 
cainot find out, dinlegs they are buried in 
the adjoining swamps “Thora: ore “still 
largo bodios bf quartz left, earrying s little 
gold,,"‘but, wherever we gab payable 


lode has-boon: worked for hundreds of feet. 
into the hill, and has-been taken out clean 
to .as deep ns they could go ‘for water. 
About’ two yeara ago, I drove a tuatel 
through these old ‘workings, which ste 
fully 20 feat wide where the tunnel went 
through them. -In driving'the taunel we 
got foir prospecta.in tho large flat bodies of 
uattz running from:-the main lode, it.was 
this that induced me te starch working them 
again, A drive-both north ard south hae | 
been driven on the east side of the main 
jode. workings, alongside-of the old’ work- 
ing, For about 200 feet in-all. These old 
workings go Tight up to the-surface, bat 
whenever we.get a bit of the lode left in 
them we get good ‘prospects in it. Going 
south from the tunnel the lode gets better 
defined, : About 170 fost south of the 
tunnel we sunk a prospecting shaft (about 
the eame timo as I drove the tunnel.) 
This shaft was sunk as daep 28 we could go 
tor water, and a drive put in which cub the 
lode at about-90 fect from tho outcrop. 
This drive broke through into old workings 
about.” feat wide. The bulk of tho ore 
crushed for ;the last clean up came from 
these workings, and the battery. is till 
being supplied with most of its crushing 
stuff from this source. .
